The number of drunk-driving 
arrests in HRM has fallen since 
a big spike a week ago, but po¬ 
lice say there is still room for 
improvement. 

Between Nov. 30 and Dec. 2, 
17 people were either arrested 
or suspended for driving while 
having a blood-alcohol level 
above the legal limit. 

“Last weekend was a little 
high, with the 17,” said Lauren 
Leal of Halifax Regional Police. 

Over the most recent week¬ 
end, between Dec. 7 and Dec. 
9, Leal said police charged 10 
people for driving under the 
influence.

“It is down from the week¬ 
end before, still not great,” said 
Leal. “It needs to be better.” 

Halifax RCMP Cpl. Scott 
MacRae said the number of 
people getting caught drinking 
and driving may be a result of 
more public tips. 

“Anywhere from between 
20 and 30 per cent of the calls 
come from the public,” he said. 

MacRae also pointed out 
that there are more police offi¬ 
cers watching the roads during 
the holiday season.

on guard,” added Leal. 

Although Operation Red 
Nose — the program that pro¬ 
vides people with a free ride 
home—was cut this year, Mac¬ 
Rae said that shouldn’t affect 
the numbers. 

“The foil decision of respon¬ 
sibility falls on the person,” 
MacRae said, “(They) have to 
find an alternative means of 
getting home. It could be call¬ 
ing a taxi, could be using Metro 
Transit.” 

Brian Herman, manager of 
Casino Taxi, said calls for cabs 
are actually slightly down this 
season. “But I don’t know if 
we’re a great indicator,” Her¬ 
man said, “If someone’s go¬ 
ing to get in the car and drive 
drunk, I don’t think a taxi was 
an option to start off with,

Police warn public 


City police to launch 
crime-mapping site 


Keeping Tabs. 

New website will allow 
residents to monitor 
crime patterns in HRM 
neighbourhoods

Halifax Regional Police will 
launch a website next month 
that will allow residents to 
keep tabs on crime in their 
neighbourhood. 

HRM Crime Mapping is 
expected to be launched as a 
pilot project in mid-Januaiy. 
Halifax Regional Police Dep¬ 
uty Chief Bill Moore unveiled 
the site at the HRM Board 
of Police Commissioners’ 


monthly meeting Monday. 

The interactive map will 
track five crimes: assault, 
break-and-enters, robber¬ 
ies, motor-vehicle thefts and 
theft in motor vehicles. The 
site, which would be updated 
every 24 hours, illustrates 
crime “hot spots,” and offers 
crime-prevention tips. 

“We have a much more 
information-sawy populace 
than ever before,” said Moore. 
“Hopefully, people will use 
the information to make be¬ 
havioural changes to make 
themselves safer. It’s also 
just about good business; it’s 
about providing people with 
more information.” 

Police departments use 
similar sites across North 
America. 

Moore said the site will 
have the ability to archive 


data for up to a year. But he 
said initially it would be very 
basic. Users will be able to of¬ 
fer online feedback to aid its 
development. 

“From a pilot perspective 
we want to crawl before we 
walk, or walk before we run,” 
said Moore. 

He said the software for 
the site was donated and 
existing HRP staff will operate 
the site. 

Moore said the site is an 
attempt for the department 
to be more transparent to the 
public. 

“It’s not for us to put a fil¬ 
ter on this information,” he 
said. “It’s about being as trans¬ 
parent as we possibly can be.” 

Police commissioner Barry 
Dalrymple praised the inita- 
tive. The retired RCMP officer

High-risk 
sex offender 
to live in HRM 

Police in Halifax have issued 
a public alert about the 
release of a violent sexual 
offender who’s considered a 
high risk to reoffend. 

John Patrick Neve, 47, 
was released from a federal 
penitentiary Monday, and 
Halifax Regional Police say 
he’s indicated he’ll be living 
in HRM. 

Neve has a criminal 
history that includes violent 
sexual offences against 
intimate partners and 
children. He has been 
professionally assessed as 
a high risk to reoffend in a 
sexual manner. 

“Police will certainly be 
monitoring his activity,” 
said HRP spokesperson 
Lauren Leal. “He’s very, very 
high on the radar.” 

Leal said Neve has been 
released on strict conditions 
that limit interaction with 
women and children under 
the age of 16. 

“He’s not to be around 
any area — parks, swim¬ 
ming pools, that sort of 
thing — where children 
could be present,” said Leal. 
“What it gets down to is 
if anyone feels there’s some¬ 
thing out of the ordinary or 
not quite right, if you have 
any hesitations or ques¬ 
tions, call police and we can 
look into that.” 

Leal said police released 
the information to alert 
HRM residents, but empha¬ 
sized that vigilante activity 
will not be tolerated.

Pedestrian safety is going 
digital in HRM. 

Halifax Regional Police are 
using new computer software 
to determine the five parts of 
town where traffic accidents 
happen most frequently, Dep¬ 
uty Chief Bill Moore told the 
Board of Police Commission¬ 
ers on Monday. 

Moore said the program 
will help focus enforcement 
precisely where it’s needed. 
“We’ll be looking at all the 
accidents and then saying, 
‘OK, if speed were causing the 
problem, then we would look 
at more speed enforcement 
there,”’ he said. 

The program won’t focus 


solely on crosswalks, but 
could help reveal the factors 
leading to collisions, he said. 
“When it comes to cross¬ 
walks, it might be about edu¬ 
cation. Drivers need to look 
for crosswalks and for people 
to say to themselves just be¬ 
cause you’re in a crosswalk 
you might be right in law, but 
dead in fact.” 

Coun. Barry Dalrymple 
(Waverly-Fall River-Mus- 
quodoboit Valley) said the 
mapping program is “certain¬ 
ly exciting.” 

“The intent is to roll it 
out in January to the public, 
where people will be able to 
go online and see that,” he 
said. 

He added that crosswalk 
safety is important along 
Waverley Road, where lo¬ 
cals have been lobbying for 
crosswalks removed by HRM 
to be restored. He said strict 
“black-and-white” guidelines 
on where crosswalks can go 
need to be changed as well. 
“At the end of the day we 
need flexibility,” he said. 




Family donates islands for conservation 

The owners of five islands in Musquodoboit Harbour have donated them to the Nature Conservancy of Canada. 
The 39 hectares of protected land will be known as Mike’s Islands, for Capt. Mike Williams and his wife Ellen 
Williams, who acquired them in the 1890s. The islands are in the upper reaches of the harbour and the outer 
estuary Ramsar site — a designated wetland under the Ramsar Convention — which provides critical habitat

The Minister of Economic 
and Rural Development says 
he’s hesitant to release the 
details of $304 million in 
government loans to Irving 
Shipbuilding Inc. for fear of 
jeopardizing relations with 
the company — but local pol¬ 
itical observers aren’t buying 
that argument. 

“The last thing we would 
want to do for the future of 
Nova Scotians is be jeopard¬ 


izing a relationship we’ve es¬ 
tablished with the corporate 
society,” said Minister Percy 
Paris on Monday. 

The Canadian Taxpay¬ 
ers Federation’s freedom-of- 
information request for the 
detailed terms and condi¬ 
tions of the loans that helped 
Irving secure a $25-billion 
federal shipbuilding contract 
was rejected. 

Atlantic director Kevin 
Lacey said he’s filed an ap¬ 
peal, but it could take more 
than two years to be decided. 

“That’s unacceptable,” 


said Lacey. “It doesn’t tell tax¬ 
payers what the terms and 
conditions are of this deal. 
The minister and premier 
say this is a great deal. What 
are the details? What are the 
interest rates, repayment 
terms? How many local jobs 
are they protecting?” 

Charles Cirtwill, president 
of the Atlantic Institute for 
Market Studies, says the prov¬ 
ince has an obligation to dis¬ 
close the interest rates and 
repayment terms of the deal. 

“I’m a little unclear how 
interest rates or repayment 


terms of a loan would be 
detrimental to the company,” 
said Cirtwill. “Essentially, 
what that would do is create 
an expectation that those 
terms would be offered by the 
province to everyone else. 

“Unless the terms are re¬ 
markably generous, I’m not 
entirely sure how the terms 
would harm the province 
either.” 

The opposition parties 
have both said the informa¬ 
tion should be released. 

Paris says the contract will 
generate more than 1,000 
new jobs and bring billions of 
dollars of tax revenue to the 
province. He doesn’t under¬ 
stand why the federation 
would be critical of the deal. 

“You’d think that people 
would be jumping up and 
down and clicking their heels 
together,” he said. 



Bargain. Nova Scotia 
buys Bowater Mersey 
shares for a dollar 


The province has negoti¬ 
ated an agreement with the 
owners of the now-defunct 
Bowater Mersey mill to buy 
the mill’s shares for $1. 

A release from the pre¬ 
mier’s office Monday even¬ 
ing states that the trans¬ 
action gives Nova Scotia 
control of the largest block 
of privately held lands ever 
sold in the province. 

“Gaining control of these 
lands and resources allows 
the province to put them 
into the hands of those in 
our forestry industry who 
will value them most and 
can best generate more jobs 
and wealth in the province,” 
said Premier Darrell Dexter 
in the release. 

Under the agreement 
with Resolute Forest Prod¬ 
ucts and the Washington 
Post Company, Nova Scotia 
also controls the former 
Bowater mill site in Brook¬ 



lyn, which will become a 
research-and-development 
facility in clean energy. 

The Brooklyn Power 
Corp. biomass facility will 
be sold to Emera for $25 mil¬ 
lion. METRO

Province looks to 
make use of its 
forests 

Nova Scotia’s government 
is inviting non-profit 
groups, Mi’lcmaq commun¬ 
ities and local governments 
in the province’s south¬ 
western region to submit 
proposals for local uses of 
forests. 

The provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
announced Monday that it 
is accepting expressions of 
interest under its commun¬ 
ity-forestry program. 

Community-forestry 
projects can include 
small-scale commercial 
forestry, habitat protection, 
recreation, tourism and 
environmental research on 
Crown lands approved by 
the province. 

The province says initial 


proposals will be limited to 
applicants from southwest 
Nova Scotia, where the 
Resolute Forest Products 
mill closed earlier this year. 

Bruce Nunn, a spokes¬ 
person for the department, 
said the size of the projects 
could range from hundreds 
to thousands of hectares. 

“It would depend on the 
individual interest of the 
community group,” he said. 

The Department of Nat¬ 
ural Resources says it will 
work with the Assembly 
of Nova Scotia Mi’kmaq 
Chiefs “to ensure Mi’kmaq 
groups and entrepreneurs 
are fully involved in the 
community-forest model.”

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Egypt. Army takes over 
security until referendum 


The Egyptian military on Mon¬ 
day assumed joint respon¬ 
sibility with the police for 
security and protecting state 
institutions until the results 
of a Dec. 15 constitutional ref¬ 
erendum are announced. 

The army took up the task 
in line with a decree issued 
Sunday by President Moham¬ 
med Morsi. The Islamist 
leader on Monday also sus¬ 
pended a series of tax hikes 
announced the previous day 
on alcohol, cigarettes and 
other items. 

The presidential edict or¬ 
ders the military and police 
to jointly maintain security 
in the run-up to Saturday’s 
vote on the disputed char¬ 
ter, which was hurriedly ap¬ 
proved last month by a panel 
dominated by the president’s 
Islamist allies despite a boy¬ 
cott of the committee’s lib¬ 
eral, secular and Christian 
members. 

The decree also grants 
the militaiy the right to ar¬ 
rest civilians, but presidential 
spokesman Yasser Ali said it 
was nowhere near a declara¬ 
tion of martial law. 

“It is merely a measure 
to extend legal cover for the 
armed forces while they are 
used to maintain security,” Ali

McAfee wishes for return 
to formal life’ in U.S. 


Software-company founder 
John McAfee said Sunday he 
wants to return to the United 
States and “settle down to 
whatever normal life” he can. 

In a live-stream Internet 
broadcast from the Guatemal¬ 
an detention centre where he 
is fighting a government order 
that he be returned to Belize, 
the 67-year-old said “I simply 
would like to live comfortably 
day by day, fish, swim, enjoy 
my declining years.” 

Police in neighbouring Bel¬ 
ize want to question McAfee 
in the fatal shooting of a U.S. 
expatriate who lived near his 
home on a Belizean island in 
November. 

The creator of the McAfee 



antivirus program again 
denied involvement in the 
killing during the Sunday 
Internet video hookup, dur¬ 
ing which he answered what 
he said were reporters’ ques¬ 
tions.

Marijuana now 
legal in Colorado 

Marijuana for recreational 
use became legal in Colo¬ 
rado on Monday when the 
governor took the proced¬ 
ural step of declaring the 
voter-approved change part 
of the state constitution. 


Colorado became the 
second U.S. state after 
Washington to allow pot 
use without a doctor’s rec¬ 
ommendation. Both states 
prohibit public use of the 
drug, and commercial sales 
in Colorado and Washing¬ 
ton won’t be permitted 
until after regulations are 
written next year.

Monkey mom just 
wants to see her baby

Unnatural selection? 

'Ikea Monkey' owner 
says it was 'fatal 
attraction' with Darwin, 
but sanctuary staff refuse 
her request for visitation 


It was “fatal attraction” that 
turned Darwin — the now- 
famed Ikea monkey — from a 
guest in her home to a monkey 
she ate, slept and showered 
with, according to Yasmin Nak¬ 
huda. 

“I tried to return him and 
he wouldn’t leave me,” said 
a visibly stressed Nakhuda, a 
Toronto real estate lawyer, out¬ 
side her home Monday night. 

Nakhuda was the owner of 
Darwin, who was found in a 
faux shearling coat Sunday, try¬ 
ing to get into a Toronto Ikea. 

Toronto Animal Services 
took custody of Darwin Sun¬ 
day, and the seven-month-old 
rhesus macaque has since been 
transferred to Stoiy Book Farm 
Primate Sanctuary in Sunder¬ 
land, roughly 100 kilometres 


north of Toronto. 

Earlier Monday, Nakhuda 
called the Sunderland sanctu- 
aiy, pleading to see her pet 
monkey. Staff, however, re¬ 
fused to allow the visit and ad¬ 
vised the woman that Darwin 
needed time to settle into his 
new home. 

“It was a babysitting ex¬ 
perience that turned out into 
a fatal attraction and put me 
where I am,” said Nakhuda. 

Nakhuda wouldn’t say 
where she tried to return the 


seven-month-old Darwin to, 
or if she was even aware the 
pampered primate was illegal 
in the city. 

Inside her home, the cries 
of another animal could be 
heard, which Nakhuda said 
was a Scarlet Macaw — a large 
parrot. 

“It’s totally legal, OK? It’s 
not that I have illegal pets,” 
said Nakhuda. 

Videos on YouTube show 
Nakhuda and Darwin playing 
in an office, dressed up for

Halloween, and even brushing 
their teeth together. 

In a video of Darwin up¬ 
loaded in October, Nakhuda 
describes how attached to the 
monkey she is. 

“He is more than a hand¬ 
ful: needs to be baby bottle fed 
night time and needs at least 3 
diaper change a day,” Nakhuda 
wrote in the comments. 

“He has to be with me all 
the time which means he goes 
with me to the office, sleeps 
with me, eats with me, showers 
with me, goes shopping with 
me ... it is more than a human 
baby so yes, not everyone can 
handle a baby monkey. He is 
now 6 months old only and is 
expected to be around 4 feet

in 2013, Const. Ian MacDonald 
said. 

“If it was just a snow-scape 
from the APD with just the 
additional messaging, we don’t 
think it would get peoples’ 
attention in the first place,” 
MacDonald said. 

Many offenders it was sent

Auction. Album signed 

M ohn Lennon for his 
er on sale for $650K 


A copy of the album Double 
Fantasy signed by John Len¬ 
non for the man who would 
murder him a few hours later 
has gone on sale for $650,000 
US. 

Included with the record 
are police reports, forensic- 
ally enhanced fingerprints of 
killer Mark David Chapman 
and letters from the district 
attorney, Moments in Time 
president Gaiy Zimet said. 

Lennon had autographed 
the front of the dust jacket, 
scrawling his name and the 
date across a photograph of 
his wife, Yolco Ono, five hours 
before Chapman shot and 
killed him on Dec. 8, 1980, 
outside the Dakota apart¬ 
ment building where Lennon 
and Ono lived in New York 
City. 

A photograph of Lennon 
standing next to Chapman 
and signing the album cover 
has turned into a piece of pop 
history itself. 

Chapman, who pleaded 
guilty to second-degree mur¬ 



der, has recently been denied 
parole for a seventh time and 
remains incarcerated at the 
Wende Correctional Facility 
in western New York state. He 
shot Lennon four times with 
a .38-calibre revolver. 

Philip Michael of Ham¬ 
burg, N.J., found the discarded 
disc in a planter outside the 
Dakota apartment building 
hours after the shooting and 
turned it over to police as evi¬ 
dence.

Killing spree 


Killer cop Manuel 
Pardo to be 
executed Tuesday 

A decorated Florida 
police officer who killed 
nine people during a 
1986 crime spree after 
he was fired for lying is 
scheduled to be executed 
Tuesday night. U.S. Judge 
Timothy Corrigan denied 
Manuel Pardo’s request 
for a stay on Monday. 

Pardo’s attorneys 
continue to try to block 
his execution, arguing in 
federal appeals that the 
56-year-old is mentally ill, 
something his trial attor¬ 
ney believed more than 
two decades ago. 

“I think that anyone 
who would get up and 
ask a jury (to) sentence 
him to death is insane,” 
lawyer Ronald Guralniclc 
has said.

Mother helps 
save sex slaves 



But her own child is 
still missing. Verdict 
expected in Argentina 
case against daughter's 
alleged kidnappers 


Susana Trimarco was a house¬ 
wife who fussed over her 
family and paid scant attention 
to the news until her daughter 
left for a doctor’s appointment 
and never came back. 

After getting little help from 
police, Trimarco launched her 
own investigation into a tip 
that the 23-year-old was ab¬ 
ducted and forced into pros¬ 
titution. Soon, Trimarco was 
visiting brothels seeking clues 
about her daughter and the 
search took an additional goal: 
rescuing sex slaves. 

What began as a one- 
woman campaign a decade ago 
developed into a movement 
and Trimarco today is a hero to 
hundreds of women she’s res¬ 
cued from Argentine prostitu¬ 
tion rings. She’s been honoured 
with the “Women of Courage” 
award by the U.S. State Depart¬ 


ment and was nominated for 
the Nobel Peace Prize on Nov. 
28. Sunday night, President 
Cristina Fernandez gave her a 
human-rights award. 

But years of exploring the 
decadent criminal under¬ 
ground haven’t led Trimarco 
to her daughter, Maria de los 
Angeles “Marita” Veron, who 
disappeared from their home¬ 
town in provincial Tucuman, 
leaving behind her own three- 
year-old daughter, Micaela. 


“I live for this,” the 58-year- 
old Trimarco said. 

Her painful journey has 
now reached a milestone. 

Publicity over Trimarco’s 
efforts prompted Argentine au¬ 
thorities to make a high-profile 
example of her daughter’s case 
by putting 13 people on trial 
for allegedly kidnapping Veron 
and holding her as a sex slave in 
a family-run operation of illegal 
brothels. A verdict is expected 
Tuesday, the associated press

Election scandal. Tory 
lawyer Arthur Hamilton 
grills key witness over 
donations to Liberals 


The credibility of a key wit¬ 
ness in a legal bid to overturn 
Conservative victories in six 
closely contested ridings came 
under fire Monday as hearings 
began into allegations of voter- 
suppression tactics during the 
last federal election. 

Eight Canadians — sup¬ 
ported by the left-leaning 
Council of Canadians — are 
challenging the results in 
those six ridings, alleging mis¬ 
leading or harassing phone 
calls kept some people from 
voting and may have affected 
the results. 

Central to the Federal 
Court case by eight applicants 
is a report by the firm of poll¬ 
ster Frank Graves, which he 
says shows signs of a targeted 
voter-suppression campaign 
aimed at non-Conservative 
voters during the May 2011 


election. 

On Monday, Conservative 
party lawyer Arthur Hamil¬ 
ton grilled Graves, president 
of Elcos Research, over dona¬ 
tions to the federal Liberals 
dating back to 2006, as well as 
inconsistencies in prior court 
affidavits submitted as part of 
the case. 

Graves is unfit to be an ex¬ 
pert witness in the case, Ham¬ 
ilton argued. 

The Conservative party 
lawyer produced screenshots 
from the Elections Canada 
website showing three dona¬ 
tions between 2006 and 2008. 
Graves said his office recorded 
the cheques as donations to 
the party. 

Earlier in the day, Hamilton 
argued the case is frivolous, 
saying the eight applicants are 
really just stand-ins for the left- 
wing council. 

“There are simply too many 
pieces of evidence which point 
to the fact that the Council of 
Canadians is the real applicant 
here,” Hamilton told the court. 

Hamilton is asking the 
court to dismiss each of the ap¬ 


plications. The council has no 
bona-fide witnesses who could 
testify that they actually were 
dissuaded from casting a ballot 
because of the calls, he noted. 

But Garry Neil of the Coun¬ 
cil of Canadians said the appli¬ 
cants need only show the calls 
were made, sullying the elec¬ 
toral process, the Canadian press

FTC wants to know 
if software firms collected 
personal data from children 


Software companies that make 
cellphone apps are being inves¬ 
tigated to determine whether 
they have violated the privacy 
rights of children by quietly col¬ 
lecting personal information 
from phones and sharing it 
with advertisers and data brok¬ 
ers, the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion said Monday 

Such apps can capture a 
child’s physical location, phone 
numbers of their friends and 
more. The FTC, a U.S. govern¬ 
ment agency, described the 
marketplace for mobile appli¬ 
cations as a digital danger zone 
with inadequate oversight. 

In a report prepared by the 
FTC’s own experts, it said the 
industry has grown rapidly but 
failed to ensure the privacy of 
young consumers is adequately 
protected.

Vicious lies and Dangerous Ru¬ 
mors, the second stand-alone 
solo album from Big Boi, may 
raise a few questions about a 
certain Southern musician. 
No, we’re not talking about his 
erstwhile OutKast collaborator 
Andre 3000, but Tom Petty. 
The first lines of a track with 
the title spelled out Thom Pet- 
tie feature an impossibly deep 


voice chanting, “Thom Pettie 
that hoe/Free falling, we out 
all night.” We had to get to the 
bottom of the meaning before 
any real vicious lies or danger¬ 
ous rumours spread. 

What does it mean to Tom 
Petty somebody? 

If you’re going out for the wild 
night and you never know 
where the night is going to 
take you, we call it free falling. 
That’s called Tom Pettying! If 
you Tom Petty for the night, 
you don’t know where you’re 
going to end up at in the 
morning. 

Does Tom know about this? 

I don’t know 

Is this something you’re 
doing to create a dialogue? 
Would you ever collaborate 
with him? 


Hell yeah! If it was time to do 
it, then yeah. I’ll work with 
anybody as long as it’s fun. 

I heard you had been work¬ 
ing on something with Mod¬ 
est Mouse, too. 

Well, they came and they 
wanted us to do some work 
on their album, me and my 
partner Chris (Carmouche), 
so they came down for a 
weekend and we co-produced 
like three records with them. 
I think they’re just handling 
some stuff internally, but the 
songs are dope as hell, and I 
can’t wait for them to come 
out. 

Who else are you trying to 
work with? 

I really want to work with 
Kate Bush. That’s the only 
person that I haven’t worked 
with that I want to. 


I heard that you really 
wanting to work with her! 
And you guys are exchan¬ 
ging emails now? 

We’re actually talking on 
the phone. We’re going to 
have a face-to-face meeting 
when I go over to Europe, 
just to sit down and talk 
with her, catch up a little 
bit and see where we can go 
from there. 

How did the collaboration 
with the bands Phantogram 
and Little Dragon work? 

Did either of you come into 
the studio with ideas you 
wanted to use? 

Not really. It really all starts 
with the music. We started 
recording and it was like an 
experimental process. We 
started with sound, from 
scratch, and let the song just 
build from there. 


What kind of back-and- 
forth did you have with the 
bands? 

As far as production wise, 
it was tinkering with the 
music. When we first record 
all the elements might not 
be there, and through the 
course of 13 months the 
song would change several 
times, just adding to the 
music. Me and my partner, 
Chris (Carmouche), were 
pretty much in charge of 
the whole metamorphosis 
of the music, so I had both 
Little Dragon and Phanto¬ 
gram each come for like a 
week straight, and we’d just 
sit down and record a lot of 
music. And then we would 
send the stuff back and 
forth, and if they had ele¬ 
ments they wanted to add, 
they would add it and send 
it back to us.

ful force in building awareness and helping to 
affect change. Concert for Bangladesh is often 
heralded as the godfather of marquee benefit 
concerts of global import. Headliners: Ravi Shan¬ 
kar, George Harrison, Eric Clapton, Bob Dylan, 
Billy Preston. 



Live 8 (2005) 

The sequel to Live Aid really upped the 
ante on its predecessor with an even 
loftier goal, the eradication of poverty 
through African debt forgiveness, trade 
concessions and billions in new aid. 

Bob Geldolf turned the volume up on 
the musical extravaganza, arranging 
more than quadruple the participating 
venues. Star packed bills played Berlin, 

Cornwall, Edinburgh, Johannesburg, 

London, Moscow, Paris, Philadelphia, 

Chiba, Japan and Barrie, Ont. Still, Lon¬ 
don’s Hyde Park was clearly the show 
to be at with the likes of U2, REM, and 
Elton John among the warm-up acts. 

Headliners: Pink Floyd, Bjorlc, Pet Shop 
Boys, The Cure, Neil Young.

Fatty foods and a slim 
waist? It’s a French secret

January will bring with it the 
resolution to lose weight or 
“get healthy,” but come on, 
we all know it never works. 

We are sidelined by the 
French-women-don’t-get- 
fat-so-I-can-have-this-crois- 
sant the-size-of-my-face 
rationalization. 

Wanting to test the 
French diet theory, I spent 
three days eating like the 
women I saw around me on 
a recent trip to Paris. 

I asked a lot of questions 
and did everything they 
would do including eat late, 
drink wine, embrace cream 
and other fatty foods. What 
I discovered was that there 
is more, much more to it 
than meets the eye. 

A typical (or slightly 
more decadent than typical) 
food day in Paris follows 
this pattern: 

8 a.m. 

Tiny croissant (four inches 
long), one teaspoon butter, 
one teaspoon jam and an 
espresso 

10 a.m. 

Espresso 

1 p.m. 

Fish souffle, small salad, 
tiny scrap of bread, choco¬ 
late souffle, one or two 
glasses of red wine 

4 p.m. 

Espresso, tiny cookie, a few 
nuts (four) 

9 p.m. 

Three ounces foie gras, five 
ounces baked fish, small 
scrap of bread, insanely 


buttery mushrooms, two 
or three glasses red wine, 
three homemade caramels. 

I diligently followed the 
pattern, with variations, 
breaking every rule I have 
learned (and spouted) as a 
nutritionist. 

By the end of the three 
days, my palate was happy 
as a clam but my body felt 
as sick as a dog. 

Whether I am genetically 
unfit or my digestive system 


is untrained, this diet was 
clearly not meant for me. 

Portion sizes were small 
enough that, even though 
the composition of the food 
was fattier, I was probably 
still clocking my average 
of 1,800 calories on a non 
workout day. 

After only three days, my 
guts were churning, my gall 
bladder was screaming at 
me and I had gained a full 
pound and .01 per cent of 


a body fat percentage. This 
is statistically insignificant 
and unscientific to be sure, 
but it was interesting to 
note. My liver was probably 
ticked at me too, but livers 
are quiet, workaday organs 
that don’t complain much.

Secrets of the French 


My goal was to come up 
with a take-home message 
that lets us enjoy the best 
of the French paradox while 
still applying a nutritionist’s 
knowledge. Here are the 
secrets at play that let them 
get away with it: 


• Walk. Parisians walk all 
day long, they walk to 
the subway, they take 
the stairs, they don't try 
to fit in a trip to the gym, 
but instead, they work 
their exercise into their 
day. 


• Drink. Small, calorie free 
espressos fuel the day 
with less caffeine and fat 
than one double double 
adding up to about 
300 calories less than 
the average Canadian's 
consumption (caloric- 
ally, that buys you two 
glasses of wine). 


• Hunger. Caffeine con¬ 
sumed in this espresso 
fashion suppresses the 
appetite, sugary, fatty 
lattes do the opposite 


• Hunger. Choosing full 
fat foods (not beverages) 
suppress the appetite 
and allow a little to go a 
long way

I’m guessing that by now 
you’ve been to at least 
three more parties than 
during any other month of 
the year. And more parties 
means more drinks. 

It’s a good time to think 
about how to protect your 
liver (year-round, but espe¬ 
cially now). The liver does 
more than process alcohol 
— it has more than 500 
jobs, including balancing 
your hormones and fil¬ 
tering every drop of blood. 

Here are some foods that 
give your liver the nutri¬ 
ents it needs to keep you 
healthy: 

• High selenium foods 
for proper enzyme ac¬ 
tivity: Brazil nuts, 
brewer’s yeast, 
kelp, brown 
rice, garlic, 
onions 
and mo¬ 
lasses. 

• High 
methionine 
foods that aid 
in detoxification 


pathways: eggs, fish, leg¬ 
umes and seeds. 

• High sulphur foods 
that aid in detoxification: 
broccoli, cauliflower, cab¬ 
bage and brussels sprouts. 

• Vitamin B5, which 
speeds up detoxification 
of acetaldehyde after alco¬ 
hol consumption: whole 
grains, chicken, wheat 
bran and nuts. 

• Vitamin Bl, which re¬ 
duces the toxic effects of 
alcohol, smoking and lead: 
wheat germ, dried peas 
and soybeans. 

• Coffee, which has phyto¬ 
nutrients that help support 
the liver: three small cups per 
day, maximum. 

And for heaven’s sake, 
don’t take acetaminophen 
(Tylenol) for a hangover, the 
combination with alcohol is 
toxic to the liver.

Liven up ho-hum spinach 
with pecans, pears and brie

The sweet and savoury com¬ 
bination of cinnamon-sugared 
pecans, ripe pears and small 
morsels of brie is sensational. 
There is very little oil in this re¬ 
cipe, but you won’t miss it. You 
can easily make this a main 
meal salad by adding some 
grilled chicken or shrimp. 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F. 
Spray a baking sheet with 
cooking oil. 

2. Rinse the pecans with cold 
water. Drain, but do not let 
them dry. Combine the icing 
sugar, cinnamon, allspice and 
nutmeg in a small bowl. Dip 
the pecans in the sugar mix¬ 
ture, coating them well. Spread 
on the prepared baking sheet. 

3. Bake for 15 minutes in the 
centre of the oven. Remove 
and cool. When they’re cool 
enough to handle, chop 
coarsely. 


• 1/3 cup pecan halves 

• 3 tbsp icing sugar 

• 1/4 tsp cinnamon 

• 1/8 tsp allspice 

• 1/8 tsp nutmeg 

• 8 cups baby spinach leaves 

• 1 cup diced radicchio 

• 1 large ripe pear, peeled, 
cored and diced 

• 2 oz brie, diced 

• 2 tbsp orange juice con¬

I just came back from an 
amazing business trip to the 
Middle East, where I was in 
the beautiful city of Doha, 
Qatar. While I was there, 

I was watching a group of 
international businessmen 


greet a group of locals. The 
locals, who were most likely 
hosting the businessmen, 
included both men and 
women. What occurred to 
me very quickly was that 
the businessmen had no 
idea how to correctly greet 
their local hosts and sadly 
they were making people 
both uncomfortable and 
embarrassing themselves. 

It is important to know 
how to conduct yourself no 
matter where you travel. 

In the Middle East, it is not 
common or local custom 


for men and women to 
shake hands. So what do 
you do? It is common and 
correct for men to shake 
hands with men, however, 
when men and women are 
being introduced profes¬ 
sionally, instead of shaking 
hands both parties put 
their right hand over their 
heart and bow their heads 
while saying introducing 
themselves. When women 
are introduced, they tend 
to only bow their heads 
at each other during their 
introduction. So why is this 


local knowledge so import¬ 
ant? Because etiquette is 
about making others and 
yourself comfortable and 
understanding people’s 
customs so that everyone 
in the room knows what to 
do and is at ease with each 
other. Remember the ex¬ 
pression “when in Rome, do 
as the Romans!”

But I couldn’t disagree 
more. 

Resourcefulness is not 
the same as being cheap. 
Besides, stretching your 
dollars and taking ad¬ 
vantage of opportunities 
to save money over the 
holidays will keep you out 
of debt, reduce waste and 
still allow you to spoil 
everyone on your gift list. 

Wrap up that extra 
garlic press you received 
for your birthday and 
give it to your brother.

Once again, an NHL lockout is 
creating unexpected benefits 
for Canada’s junior hockey 
team. 

Ryan Nugent-Hopkins has 
already played for Canada in 
the men’s world hockey cham¬ 



pionship this year, but the NHL 
lockout means the 19-year-old 
will get to play in the world 
junior championship for the 
first time in his career. 

That also occurred during 
the NHL lockout of 2004-05, 
when Boston Bruins forward 
Patrice Bergeron was named 
the most valuable player of 
the 2005 junior tournament in 
Grand Forks, N.D., after help¬ 
ing Canada win gold at the 
2004 world championship in 
Prague. 

Nugent-Hopkins has a full 
NHL season behind him in 
which he was a finalist for the 
Calder Trophy, which goes to 
the league’s top rookie. The 
Oilers didn’t make him avail¬ 


able to the Canadian team 
that won bronze at the 2012 
world junior championship in 
Alberta. 

Now, two years after he was 
cut from Canada’s junior team 
at age 17, Nugent-Hopkins is 
expected to lead it into the 
tournament starting Dec. 26 in 
Ufa, Russia. 

Since Nugent-Hopkins 
brings hockey experience to 
this Canadian team no other 
players have, Hockey Canada’s 
expectations of him are high. 

“I’ve got to try to take on 
more of a leadership role this 
year,” Nugent-Hopkins said 
Monday at the Calgaiy airport. 
“As a 17-year-old, I couldn’t 
come into camp and do that.

Women’s soccer sensation 
Christine Sinclair was named 
the winner of the 2012 Lou 
Marsh Award on Monday. 

The 29-year-old Sinclair 
led Canada to bronze at the 
London Olympics in spectacu¬ 
lar fashion, scoring an Olym¬ 
pic-record six goals to win the 
Golden Boot. She recorded a 
hat trick in a 4-3 extra-time 
semifinal loss to the United 
States. 

The Burnaby, B.C., native 
had 23 goals and six assists 
on the year for Canada. 

“I’m just in shock,” Sin¬ 
clair said on a conference call. 
“I can’t believe, first of all, 
the year I’ve had and the year 
my teammates had. And then 
to have this continue on, it’s 
incredible, especially to have 
a female soccer player in Can¬ 
ada win this award.” 

The honour — decided 


by a panel of national sports 
editors, reporters and broad¬ 
casters — is given annually to 
Canada’s outstanding athlete 
by the Toronto Star. 

Other finalists for the 
Marsh award were speedskat- 
er Christine Nesbitt, tram- 
polinist and Olympic gold 
medallist Rosie MacLennan, 


figure skater Patrick Chan, 
cyclist Ryder Hesjedal and 
Calgary Stampeders running 
back Jon Cornish. 

Sinclair was Canada’s flag- 
bearer at the closing cere¬ 
monies in London. According 
to the Canadian Soccer Asso¬ 
ciation, Sinclair contributed 
to 65.9 per cent of her team’s

She said head coach Jon 
Herdman deserves plenty of 
credit.

“He had me believing 
that absolutely anything was 
possible as an individual soc¬ 
cer player and he’s the first 
coach in a long time that 
has had the veteran players 
on the team learning new 
things.

Abby Wambach, American 
Alex Morgan and Brazil’s 
Marta were on the shortlist 
after a vote by national team 
coaches, captains and repor¬ 
ters.

Box Late fighter Gatti to 

be named to hall of fame 


Arturo (Thunder) Gatti wasn’t 
the biggest talent in boxing, but 
the flash and power he showed 
in the ring was enough to put 
the Montreal fighter into the 
International Boxing Hall of 
Fame. 

The hall announced Mon¬ 
day that Gatti, five-time world 
champion Virgil Hill and South 
Korean light flyweight Yuh 
Myung-Woo were elected as the 
class of 2013, along with ref¬ 
eree Mills Lane, ring announcer 
Jimmy Lennon Jr. and journalist 
Colin Hart.
